The storm, beginning early Sun- 
day, swept North Central Texas, 
and was climaxed late Sunday aft- 
ernoon by a tornado which struck 
the southwestern section of Oak

lives,. 30 were injured and nearly 
100 homes either destroyed or dam- 
aged. 


The fourth death was at Fort 
Worth where Janle Burton, 7-year- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

wading. The precipitation in Fort 
Worth was 5.27 inches.

SUSTAINED INDUSTRIAL AND

BUSINESS ACTIVITY COUPLED 4 
WITH OPTIMISM AID RECOVER* 


DALLAS, July 81.—(/P)—Sustain- 
ed activity in business and Indus- 
try, and Increasing optimism, says 
the monthly Business Review of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Dal- 
las, "were important developments 
in the eleventh federal reserve 
district during the past month." 
These conditions, the review re- 
ports, were "generated by the dis- 
tinct rise in the price of the dis- 
trict commodities such as cotton, 
wheat, corn, oats, wool, mohair and 
many commodities of lesser im- 
portance." 


Department store sales, the re- 
view continues, reflected a season- 
al decline of 17 per cent from the 
previous month, and they were 
slightly smaller than In the corre- 
sponding month last year. Whole- 
sale distribution In a majority of 
reporting lines showed a further 
gain over the previous month, al- 
though recessions usually occur at 
this season, and sales in some 
lines exceeded those of a year ago 
by a substantial margin. 
Mer- 
chants are enlarging stocks to take 
care of expanding consumer de- 
mand and In anticipation of the 
fall trade. Collections evidenced a 
further gain over the previous 
month. 
Reflecting the Improve- 
ment 
In 
trade 
and 
industry. 
charges to depositors' accounts at 
banks In large centers showed a 
further Increase of 10 per cent 
over May, and exceeded those In 
the corresponding month last year 
by 3 per cent. 
Some Improvement In the dis- 
trict's business mortality rate along 
with th3 betterment in trade and 
industry occurred during the past 
month. The number of defaults 
and the amount of liabilities were 
not only smaller than either May 
this year or June last year, but 
were lower than in any month in 
nearly three years. 
Construction work showed a no- 
ticeable expansion during the past 
month. The valuation of building 
permits issued at principal cities 
was 62 per cent larger than In 
May and' was 49 per cent greater 
than in June 1932. Increasing ac- 
tivity was also noted In other In- 
dustries, including

William H. Murray of Okla- 
homa called on Secretary Ickes 
today to advocate the butdlng of 
dams at the sources of .the Clmar- 
ron, 
Arkansas and other rivers to 


facilitate flood control ana aid ir-

The work would require federal 
grants of about ,$10,000,000 to Kan- 
sas, Colorado and Oklahoma, he 
said, adding that he had the sup- 
port of the Kansas and Colorado 
governors. 


Murray expected to file a pro 
test against the proposed building 
of a dam in the Washita rive: 
valley In Texas, saying: 


"You 
can't stop floods by dam 
mlng the mouth of a river. You 
have to stop them at the source.' 
Governor Murray said he once 


had a 1,600 acre farm in this re- 
gion, near Denison, Texas, but ha< 
sold it. He said the farming lane 
was excellent at present but would 
be destroyed by the dam flood.

Soon atter the election last No- 


vember, Mr. Roosevelt discussed 
with various business men what 
could be done to put industry on a 
firmer basis, 


He was aware lhat in all serious 


depressions 'in th# past it was the 
financial world Itself which took the 
lead in applying remedies, while. 
throughout this depression the gov- 
ernment had been compelled to as- 
sume almost complete responsibil- 
ity. 


When this was mentioned, It was 


pointed out by the Industrialists that 
in those former years of trial they 


had had a much freer hind to detl 
with economic crises. 


There was no stringent anti-trust 


law 'then, providing jail sentences 
for those who put their heads to- 
gether to peg prices or allot selling 
territory. There was no Federal 
Trade commission training Its micro- 
.scopes on trade practices. 


What the industrialists did. in 


effect, was to challenge Mr. Roose- 
velt to remove the barriers. Whit 
Mr. Roosevelt did was to accept the 
challenge, inserting a few stipula- 
tions of his own into the contract. 
So the idea of chartering • Industry 
to solve its own problems was born. 


Nurturing Th« Plan 


Of course the child did not attain 


full stature overnight. There were 
repeated conferences at Albany.

The maximum reduction which 
Wallace will require will be 20 
per cent, with prospects that be 
cause of this years' light produc 
tion of the grain he may select 
a smaller figure.

These two projects are to be 


financed without additional taxes; 
it has been pointed out, through 
governmental loans, self-liquidat- 
ing. 
Revenues from the water 
systems are calculated to pay off 
the governmental loans.

MEXICO PREPARES MOBILIZE 
RESOURCES FOR FIGHT UNDER 


GENERAL CALLES LEADERSHIP 


By P. -C. NUTTER 


MEXICO, D. F., July 31.- (IP)— 
The mobilization of Mexico's re- 
sources for rehabiliattion of her 
economic life through a six-year 
program began today under the 
command of General 
Plutarco 


Ellas Calles, the "iron man" and 
former president of .Mexico. 


The first act is a conference 


of General Calles, President Rod- 
riguez, and Finance Minister Al- 
berto J. panl, just back from the 
world economic conference 
and 


Washington, where he conferred 
with President Roosevelt. 


One point involved in the plans 


concerns the possibility of a trade 
agreement with the United States 
In preparation 
for what Calles 
predicts 
will 
be an "economic 


warfare between continents." 


Calles on his return yesterday 


from a four-months' vacation In 
lower California told 10,000 work- 
men gathered before his home 
that the "failure' of the world 
economic conference had brought 


crises and that in the event o 
economic warfare Mexico woulc 
co-operate fully with other Ameri 
can nations. 


The recovery program, technical- 


ly called "the program of action 
and government for the six-year 
presidential term," will 
be 
the 


platform of the National Revolu- 
tionary party, and is designated 
for execution by the next presi- 
dent, who will be chosen next Ju- 
ly and inaugurated next Decem- 
ber. 


The three leaders and a commis- 


sion appointed by the President 
will perfect the plan, which will 
>e ready for adoption at the party 
convention- in December. 


Originally outlined as a purely 


domestic project, the plan has 
>een widened - in scope by Presl- 
lent Rodriguez, so that Its car- 
llnal points Include improvement 
n education, communlcatlnos, ag- 
riculture, and laborers' conditions. 


Secondary points, he said, will 
consist of a national highway sys- 
em, land for all agrarian elements 
the world to one of its wprsttmd improved living 'standards.
